SUPREME COURT. 

IN ORIGINAL JURISDICTION. 
(Before His Honour Mr Fielding Clarke, 
Chief Justice.) 

Saturdsy, August 5. 


‘rue SEIZURE OF THE ‘ TETAKTOS.” 

In the matter of the steamship Telartos, 
seized on the 2ad Jaly under the Chinese 
Emigration Consolidation Ordinanceot 1889, 
the Hon. W. M. Goodman, Attorney General, 
instencted by the Crown Solicitor, MrG. 0. C. 
Mater, spplied to the Court, puravant to 
an order made at the pravious hearing, for 
directions as to the procedure to ‘bo adopt- 
ed. Mr J. J. Francis, Q.0., instructed by 
Mr{B. C. Bilis|(Mr V. H. Deacon’s office), 
appeared for the agents of the steamor, 
Messrs Siemesen and Co. 


The following are the particulara handed 
in by the Crown i— 

( That, during the month of July, 
1693, and prior to the issuing of the 
warrant herein, without any license having 
been granted under Ordinance No. 1 of 
1889, the ssid s.s. Tetartos was, within the 
Oolony of Hongkong, fitted out and 
equipped with intent or knowledge on the 
part of the person 50 doing, or with reason- 
able cause on his part to believe, that the 
said ship would be employed in the con- 
yeyauce of Ohinese ‘Emigrants to be 
embarked at some port or place out, of the 
Colony contrary to tho provisions of 
Section 74 of the said Ordinance No. 1 of 


1889. . 

{2) That, during the months of June and 
July, 1893, and prior to tho 22nd doy of 
July, 1893, without avy licensa having 
beon granted. under Ordinsnca No, 1 0 
1880, the said as. Tetartos was, within the 
Colony of Hongkoug, let and taken on hiré 
with inteot or knowledge on the part of the. 
persons 20 leiting and taking on hire or 
with -reasonable cause OD their part to 
believe that the said ship would be employ- 
ed in the conveyance of Ohinase Emigrants 
to be embarked at some port or place out 
of the Colony, contrary to.the, provisions of 
Section Z4f the said Ordinance No, 1 of 
1889.

The Ansnor. of the agents, dated {ard 
August, 1889, is -— . 

(1) The said agents say in the first - place 
that they ought not to be called on or re- 
quirad to make any auswer to the matters 
alleged in the particulars annexed to 
the said citation nod filed snd sorved on 
the 29th’ July Jest, because the breaches 
alloged’in the said particulars are so vague 
and indefinite, by tesson of the omission 
to charge any person mith tha said breaches 
or any of them, that-no issue can properly 
be raised thercon. :

(3) ‘Tho eaid ‘agents claim that the said 
steamship shall be released and restored to | 
them and that they may have tho ensta of 
these proceadings. 

Tho Attorney General mentioned that, 
orggant to the order of the Court at the 
nat bering, he had filed particulars (as 
above), with an affidavit of the Captain 
Saperintendont of Police, which documents | 
were served-vithin the time fixed ; but the 
anawor of the agents was rot filed until yer- 
torday, inatead of Thuraday a8 fixed by the 
Court ; so that, if any undue deloy occurred 
in tho case, it was not on tho part of the 
Crown. : 

‘Me Francis said he had been out of tha 
city, bul a copy of the answer was sent to 
the Attorney General on Thursday withia 
tho propor tima, while the answers werd 
fited on the following morning. 

Tho Attorney General eaid the answer of 
the sgents did notin apy way desl with 
tho facts; it almost amounted to a motion 
to dismiss tho petition without going into 
tho osso, ~Phia course involved great 
waste of time, which would have boon 
avoided if the answer had gone beyond 
goneral denial oud bare assertion that 00 
offence was alleged. 

His Lordship pointed out that tho parti- 
culars did not contain any allegation against 
any individual. 

The Attorney General said that the Or- 
dinance did not require any patticular per- 
son to becharged. Tho owners or agents 
should know who did the acts; it was 
anfficient for the Crown to show what was 


dono, sud in what state the ship was, to 
justify forfeiture. 

His Lordship thought that as the pat- 
ticulara filed by the Crown contained only 
general allogations, a general denial met 
thom. i 

The Attorney General maintained that 
tho Ordinance simply required proof tliat 
the acts were done by somebody, no matter 
by whom ; it was then for the owners to 
prove that tho acts had not been done—if 
that was the defence; or whatever the 
dofenco was. In order to forfeit » ship 
for illegal coolie equipment it was enough 
to prove auch equipment. 

Bis Lordship—But how about the ‘Iet- 
ting or hiring’ alleged ? How can you 
prove a lease without showing to whom or 

y whom granted? 

The Attorney General thought the fect 
of equipment was ground enough to go on. 
Facts were what the other side seemed, to 
avoid ; in their answer they seomed only 
anxious to cause delay, aud all this time 
the ship was boing detained, at great loss ; 
the agents should be eager to bring mat- 
tera to a conclusion and get back their 
ship, if possible. Thoir answer was bad on 
the face of it. 

Mr Froncis argued that thero was Do- 
thing really to anawer, since there was no 
allegation of any actual offence according to 
the Ordinanco. What waa stoted in tho 
porticulats did not amuunt to an offence 
ander tho Ordinance, which was ambiguous 
and badly constructed in many ways. 

‘Tho Attorney General said the Ordinancs 
was framed with the greatest possible care, 
to deal with a very difficult matter—ths 
eudless dodges of coolio traders. 

His Lordship—Of. courss, it is always 
easier to pick an Ordinance to pieces than 
to frame one. 

Tho Attorney Goneral ~My learned friend 
would find that out if he had to make them; 
as itis, he isin the happy position of only 
having to pick them to pieces—and Tam 
bound to say ho does it very ably. 

His Lordship thought there certainly was 
a possibility of difficulty as to the wording 
of tho Ordinance, in soveral places. 
haps it would be better to try the issues of 
fact first. 

Mr Francis aakod his Lordship to direct 
that the isgue of law raised on the pleadings 
should bo firat tried. The Coure fad abso- 
luta discretion, unhampered by rules in 
this caso, though the goneral practice of 
the Courts would servo as a guide. He 
submitted he was entitled to have tho ques- 
tion argued soparotely—any question which 
might atise in the nature of a demurrer— 
in order to dispose of the case, if possiblo, 
without going any further. 

His Lordship.—Mr Francis, if 1 thought 
it waa oeceasery to allege an cflence against 
a particular person, giving names, I would 
make an order under Section 86. 

‘Mr Francie submitted that such a course 
would be begging the question. He disputed 
the power of a Court todosoin any proceed+ 
ings whatevor; until thera was s proper 
case atated, a legal causa of action or a proper 
criminal charge against some particulsr per- 
son, the Court could not proceed against him 
or do anything. 

HisLordship—Is your objection confined 
to theabseace of a name in the particulars? 
Gecause otherwise it seems to me that your 
objection is too vague and indetinite 
to accept. 

The Attorney General—The onswer of 
the agents states clearly that their objec- 
tion is on the grownd of ‘ths omission to 
charge any parson,’ . 

‘Mr Francis—That is one of the objec. 
tions. How can apy person answer the 
particulars when no person is charged ? 

His Lordship—It the proceedings are 


against any rete you havo to identify 
that person; but it is not #0 here, in pro- 
ceeding against the ship. 

Mr Frarcis maintained that no issue 
could be raised on the particulars, and 
nothing could be done. 

Hia Lordship—Why, can you not say 
that the ship .was ‘not so eqnipped a8 
alleged? The case for forfeiture is com- 
plate a8 soon as it is shown that the ship 
has been equipped. » 

‘Mr Francis—But we da not admit that. 

His Lordship—Well, then, that is a 
definite issue, is it not? : 

‘Mr Francis submitted that it could not, 
arise yet; the Court must first decide whe- 
ther there was or was not anything at all 
to try, there being nobody named. The 
Attorney General contended that under 
Section 74, the simple proof that an offence 
had been committed, no matter by whom, 
was enough to justify forfeiture.

tbe two sete of offences, one involving for- 
faiture and the other minor penaltics. 
very cleat distinstion was drawn. The Or- 
dinance in several. places specified * offences 
ander this Ordinance which tender the 
vessel liable to be forfeited,’ implying that 
there. ‘were also offences unden tha: Or- 
dinanes which did not do so, Therefore, a 
mere bresch of cortsin Sections did not ne- 
cessarily imply forfeiture. 

The ‘Attorney General coutanded that 
the ship might, be forfeited even though the 
ownerend the agent and everybody else 
had been ignorant of the offence.

Turning from the beautiful plain from 
which we had just ascended, we sot our 
faces towards the South, and were soon io 
the midst of a wild mountainous country. 
Towering above their neighbours we saw & 


great height, their precipitous sides com- 
posed of white rock showing conspicuously 
for » long distance, whilat their pointed, 
pinnacle-shaped peaks, extending in o 
long serrated line, mado them a most pro- 
minent landmark, Thoy sro oalled the 
‘ Little Five Fingers’ to distinguish them 
from the ‘Great Five Fingers’ in another 
part of theIsland, As we proceeded, out 
coutsa led us across a picturesque moun- 
tain stream that poured down-overimmonpe 
rocks and boulders between high canén- 
like walle, Soated on a flat rock at the 
crossing of this stream were soveral Lees 
eating their frugal luncheon, which consist- 


in green leaves. They watched us fur- 
tively, but otherwise took no notice of us. 
On the rocky walls of tho caadn, shelving 
up from the stroam, wore rossses of orange- 
gold orchids in bloom (Pailotum trique- 
brium). 

Emerging from this narrow rocky chasm, 
we continued to ascend. Presently wosaw 
coming toward us & company of Lees, 
chiefly young girls and women, carrying 
baskets of aweot potatoes. They were 
Joughing and chatting os they came down 
tho -slope, evidently in a happy mood 
and only ‘watching lest they should~ slip 
onthesieep. Suddenly they caught sight 
of us, and instantly dropped their 
buedens on the road and rushed panic- 
stricken into the bushes to bide thomselves: 
Woe could sae theni as we passed, peoping 


A| of the native diet, expecially in times. o} 


out from their covert in the underbrush 
Tike frightened partridges, and felt sorry 
that they should regard us in the light of 
bugbears. _ 

Another mile of ascont brought us to a 
cool, shady ravine in the midst of which a 
brook of swestest water poured down. Ao 
hour's rest in this‘shady neok prepared us 
for the rough road which from this point 
began to descend, following the general 
course of the ravine, The whole country 
Decomes but o mass of mountains rough 
and rugged, no level space appearing for 
Tiles. We crossed ond  re-crossed the

peculiarly rich and varied. Many species 
of beautiful. flowering planis. not secon 
before were noted, and also neveral of tho 
quitivated shrubs of Cantan, such as the 
Magnolia’ pumila, highly. prized for their 
beauty and fragrance, were hero foun 
growing wild, their presence betrayed by 
the rich perfitmes exhaled. One magui- 
ficent species of wax plant (Hoya), with 
large umbels of dolicate pink flowers, was 
ospecially noted os it ‘trailed in heavy 
masses over the trees and rocks, On the 
varge of tho stream, grew grecoful speci- 
mens of a fine symmetrical tree covered with 
peculiar brownish pink blossom, hanging 
in pendant masses from the woody stems 
of the twigs and branches. It was a rare 
and attractive ‘tree, a new species of evis- 
manthus, This secluded mountain ‘valloy 
was o spot whore tho lover of aature could 
lingor for days and weeks studying the 
various forms of life in plants, birds and 
aniwala here presented in new and attrac: 
ture. forms, The spproaching darkness 
made us hasten ta the amali hamlet of Naka 
which we fotnd perched on a little shelf of 
the hillside above tho stream. The on- 
trance to thia village was adorned by 3 
human akull which had avidontly been 4 
long time in its position, and had no 
apecial significance st this time. Tho half 
dozen huts composing the hamlet were. 
very smallaad uncomfortable, We entsred 
the largest without hesitation, and bestowed 
our goods on a raised platform that ex- 
tended along oneside. The room was very 
dark, and the smoke from the fire most 
trying to the eyes. In this remote region 
oil for lamps was a laxury that could not 


excellant substitute in a peculiarly resinous 
kind of pine that grows op the higher 
hills Tho. pine seems to be the ordinary 
Pinus sinensts, but for some special reason, 
pethaps in soil op location, it is unusually 
rioh in resinous sap. Thesa piue knote, 
barring the smoke, make a glorious light.

mat ; no one, not even the mother who was 
in the room, saemed to be looking after its 
safety, and [had almost trodden an its little 
outstretched arm. Half an hour later, 
whon our besrers came in with the luggage,

It 
took us goms time to become accuatomod to 
the pungent pine smake, and many tears 
were shed in the process. The people, 
althoughevidently very poor, were truly hos- 
pitable, All the comforts and convenience 
available were placed at our disposal. 


The mon of the house were late in reaching ] 


home, haying been at work in their upland 
fields and in clearing some fresh hillside. for 
new orops. ‘The stream at this point formed 
a large pool immediutely in front of the vil- 
lage, and in this a largo flook of ducks 
found o convenient place to disport 
themselves. The cattle were a 
safely secured for the night . to 
rotect thom. against the wild avi- 
male which have their leirs in the 
rocky juagle-covered hills that everywhero 
surround the place. It was a quaint scene, 
worthy to be depicted by a Rembrandt, ia 
that emoke-begrimed little Lee but, iliumin- 
ated by the fitfol light of pine torobes. 
‘As we sat down to our eupper, spread on 
the topa of our travelling baskets, the 
groups of natives in corners Watobed us at a 
respectful distancs, ‘The womon in their 
peculiar dress were going about their house- 
hold duties, the men smoked their pipes, 
freshly supplied from gifts we had made to 
them, and talked together in the Leo 
dialect, whilst we were keenly noting all 
that was strange and peculiar in our gur- 
roundings. 

Tho next morning wo found no tronblo in 
getting fresh bearers, the volunteers for this 
service being far more than we needed. 
Several young men accompanied us empty- 
handed as sin escort, evidently enjoying the 
exoursion, and being specially interéated in 
watohing the action of tho white strangers. 
Our journey this day was a short one, being 
only four miles in length from Naka to 


Koilook. My friend bad, during tho pro- } Macao 


vious year, in mokiog journey zrom north 
to south through the heart of the Island, 
passed through this . wild valley, 80 
thet for a tew miles we wero not on 
fresh ground or beating wholly untrodden 
paths, Recalling hjs most cordial reception 
at Koislook, we guve up the day to a visit 
to that town, making a deviation of several 
miles from our general route. 

Tho road we followed led up the stream, 
and for the most part in the bed of the stream 
iteelf. Ib was easy to see that after heavy 
rainp, this etreato, Dow ao low as to be ensily 
forded-at almost any point, woiild rise into 
a roaring torrent, mu ing travel through 
this valley o matter of impossibility. This, 
woe were told, was the state of. things for 
acyoral months at atime, There being no 
boat of any sort, and the-bed of tho stream 
beiug Gilled with immense water-worn 
bouldors thickly piled together, the: crossing 
of the stream would be o most dangerous 
undertaking. Our guides were lively and 
full of fon, which showed itself in various 
ways. One.cf them bad a Jew’s-harp upon 
which be performed in a creditable manner, 
They were good-netured and friéndly in the 
éxtrome, end we could not have wiebed for 
more agreeable attendants, 

Our eyes were dolighted at every step by 
the beauties of the oatural scenery

tive views. Abundanoo of ordhide, some 
of rich. bloom, covered the trunks of many 
trees, and in ope lage an immense orceper
